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ORGANIZATION OF U.S. NAVAL FORCES. 
G.O. 533. July 12, 1920, Navy Department. 
PLAN OF ORGANIZATION OF NAVAL FORCES. 

1. The naval forces of the United States shall be or- 
ganized in accordance with the following definitions and 
plan: 

2. Definitions —A Fleet is an organized body of ships 
under ‘the command of a commander-in-chief. A Force 
is the major subdivision of a Fleet. It is usually com- 
posed of all the vessels of that fleet that are of the same 
type or class or that are assigned to the same duty. A 
Flotilla is the major subdivision of a Force of torpedo 
vessels. A Squadron is the major subdivision of a Force 
of vessels other than torpedo vessels in which class of 
vessels it is a major subdivision of a Flotilla. A Division 
is the major subdivision of a Squadron. A Section is 
one-half of a Division. 


PLAN. 


Composition of Subdivisions.—There shall be normally: 


two ships in each Section of battleships, battle cruisers, 
and armored cruisers. There shall be normally three 
ships in each Section of all ships other than battleships, 
battle cruisers. and armored cruisers. There shall be 
normally two Sections in each Division. There shall be 
normally two Divisions in each Squadron of battleships, 
battle cruisers, and armored cruisers. There shall be 
normally three Divisions in each Squadron of vessels 
other than battleships, battle cruisers, and armored 
cruisers. There shall be normally three squadrons of 
torpedo vessels in each Flotilla. The number of Squad- 
rons or Flotillas in a Force is not limited. 

3. Names of Subdivisions of the Fleet—Fleets shall 
be named geographically: U.S. Atlantic Fleet, U.S. Pa- 
cific Fleet, U.S. Asiatic Fleet. 

Forces shall be named as follows: Battleship Force, 
Cruiser Force. Destroyer Force, Submarine Force, Air 
Force, Mine Force and Train. Forces which are rend- 
ered advisable by future developments may be organized 
under appropriate names. 

Squadrons and Flotillas shall be named by serial num- 
bers, beginning with one in each Force. Divisions shall 
he named by serial numbers, beginning with one in each 
Force. Sections are not named permanently. 

When necessary for clearness the name of the fleet 
shall follow the name of the subdivision of the fleet. Fx- 
amples: Battleship Division One. Cruiser Division Six, 
TS. Atlantie Fleet, Destroyer Flotilla One, Submarine 
Division Five, Mine Division Two. Train Squadron Four. 

In numbering Squadrons, Flotillas and Divisions the 
newest ships shall have the largest numbers. 

4. Titles of Commanders of Subdivisions.—The title of 
the commander of any subdivision of the fleet shall be 
formed by prefixing the title “Commander” to the name 
of the subdivision of the fleet he commands. FExamples: 
Commander Battleship Division One, Commander Crniser 
Division Ten, Commander Train, Commander Train 
Squadron Six. 

5. Assignment of Vessels.—The department will assign 
vessels to Fleets, Forces, Flotillas, Squadrons, and Divi- 
sions, but such assignment shall not be interpreted to 
limit the discretion of the commander-in-chief in making 
at any time a strategic or tactical distribution of his 
command. 

6. Vessels in Reserve.—Vessels in commission in re- 
serve constitute a part of the command of the command- 
er-in-chief of the fleet to which they may be assigned. 
Anpropriate units from such vessels as may be in com- 
mission in reserve will be organized into subdivisions in 
all respects analogous to the subdivisions constituted of 
similar active units and shall be administered by sub- 
division commanders under the supervision of the com- 
mander of that force of the fleet to which they are as- 
signed. Such subdivisions shall be named by the num- 
bers they would have should they ioin the active fleet. 

7. Administratire command.—Administrative command 
shall be exercised by the commander-in-chief through the 
force commanders; by the force commanders through the 
division commanders of the Battleship Force and Scout 
Foree; and through the flotilla commanders. squadron 
commanders, and division commanders of all other forces. 

8. Tactical Command.—Tactical command shall be 
exercised by the commander-in-chief through the force 
commanders; by the force commanders through the 
squadron commanders; or through the flotilla command- 
ers; by the flotilla commanders through squadron com- 
manders; by the squadron commanders through the divi- 
sion commanders; but any flag officer may communicate 
directly, for tactical purposes, with any vessel or any 
subdivision of his command. 

9. Organization of Small Fleets—Fleets made up of 
vessels not suitable for tactical grouping may be organ- 
ized so as best to meet their special situation. 

10. This order shall become effective at once. Changes 
in Navy Regulations, signal books, general orders, etc., 
to conform with this order will be issued as soon as 
practicable. 

11. General Orders, Nos. 218, of June 5, 1916, and 
292, of May 4, 1917, are hereby canceled.

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NAVY’S HONORABLE DISCHARGE GRATUITY. 
Comptroller’s Decisions on Pay Increase Act Provision. 

Section 10 of the Service Pay Increase act of May 18, 
1920, provides: “That any enlisted men or apprentice 
seaman who shall re-enlist in the Navy within one year 
from the date of his discharge therefrom shall, upon such 
re-enlistment, be entitled to and shall receive the same 
benefits as are now authorized by law for re-enlistment 
within four months from date of last discharge from the 
Service: Provided, that this section shall become inopera- 
tive six months after the date of the approval of this act.” 
The Secretary of the Navy submitted several questions to 
the Comptroller relative to the honorable discharge 
gratuity to be paid enlisted men as the result of the 
passage of the above act, the questions and answers being 





given as follows: 

Decision was requested as to the application of the law in 
the following cases: 

1. An enlisted man honorably discharged on account of 
expiration of enlistment May 1, 1920; re-enlisted for four 
years June 1, 1920. 

2. An enlisted man honorably discharged on account of 
expiration of enlistment Nov. 1, 1919, and re-enlisted June 
1, 1920. 

8. An enlisted man honorably discharged on account of 
expiration of enlistment April 1, 1920, and re-enlisted May 
1, 1920, 

4. An enlisted man honorably bn pains on account of 
expiration of enlistment Nov. 1, 1919, and re-enlisted May 
1, 1920. 

5. An enlisted man honorably discharged on account of 
expiration of enlistment Nov. 1, 1919, and re-enlisted Feb. 
1, 1920. 

6. In the case of members of the Naval Reserve Force trans- 
ferred to the Regular Navy, the following questions are sub- 
mitted for decision: (a) Those transferred to the Regular 
Navy May 1, 1920; (b) those transferred to the Regular 
Navy June 1, 1920; (c) those transferred to the Regular 
Navy Dec. 1, 1919. 

7. Is an enlisted man of the Navy who was transferred to 
the Fleet Naval Reserve after sixteen years’ service Oct. 
1919, entitled to the benefits of the act of May 18, 1920, 
authorized for men re-enlisting in the Navy within one year 
from date of discharge, provided he is discharged from the 
Fleet Naval Reserve at his own request and re-enlists in the 
Navy prior to Oct. 1, 1920? 

The Comptroller’s decisions read: In answering your ques- 
tions the term ‘‘old rate’’ refers to the rate of pay in effect 
prior to the act of May 18, 1920, 31 Stat., 601, and the 
term ‘‘new rate’’ refers to the rates of pay prescribed by 
said act of May 18, 1920. Your questions are answered as 
follows: 

1. The prior enlistment having terminated subsequent to 
Dec. 31, 1919, and the re-enlistment not having taken place 
prior to the approval of the act of May 18, 1920, the hon- 
orable discharge gratuity should be computed for sixteen 
days, corresponding to the period May 2-17, 1920, at the 
old rate and for three months and fourteen days, necessary 
to make up the four months, at the new rate. 

2. The discharge having occurred prior to Dec. 31, 1919, 
and the re-enlistment having taken place after the approval 
of the act of May 18, 1920, the honorable discharge gratuity 
should be computed at the old rate. 

8. The discharge and re-enlistment having both been ac- 
complished between Jan. 1 and May 18, 1920, and the en- 
listment having occurred in four months’ period, the hon- 
orable discharge gratuity should be computed at the new rate. 

4. No honorable discharge gratuity payable. See 26 Comp. 

Dec., June 22, 1920. 
5. The discharge having taken place prior to Dec. 31, 1919, 
and the re-enlistment having been accomplished prior to May 
18, 1920, and within four months of discharge, the honorable 
discharge gratuity should be computed for one month and 
twenty-nine days, corresponding to the period Nov. 2 to Dec. 
31, 1919, at the old rate, and for two months and one day, 
necessary to make up four months, at the new rate. 

The answers to question 6 are based on the assumption 
that the member was either on active duty or called to active 
duty and was transferred to the Regular Navy on the dates 
named and if the date was prior to May 18, 1920, that he 
was in the Service on the last named date. The answers are 
as follows: (a) At the new rate; (b) at the new rate; (c) at 
the old rate for one month, corresponding to the period Dec. 
1 to 31, 1919, and at the new rate for three months, neces- 
sary to ‘make up the four months. 

If the transferred member of the Fleet Naval Reserve be 
so discharged on or after May 18, 1920, and shall re-enlist 
in the Regular Navy within one year ‘of the date of his 
transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve when made at expiration 
of enlistment, he would acquire a right to honorable discharge 


gratuity.

Two members of the U.S. Naval Reserve Force in the 
crew of the U.S.S. Michigan, Chief Signal Q.M. Clarence 
H. White and Chief Q.M. Herbert Dougherty, qualified 
as first class mountaineers during a recent visit of the 
second squadron of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet in Seattle. 
The two were members of a party that made the ascent 
of Mount Rainier, the climb being negotiated in eleven 
hours and forty minutes. Both men had just come from 
a cruise in tropical waters, and their ability to keep up 
with experienced mountain climbers more than two and 
a half miles above sea level in a sixty-mile wind and 
with the thermometer below zero at the summit is a 
tribute to the Navy’s training. Fourteen hours for the 
climb is rated as good time for veteran mountaineers.

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Corps AREAS FOR CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES. 

The War Plans Division of the General Staff has com- 
pleted a study of plans for the division of the continental 
area of the United States into corps areas in accordance 
with the provision of Section 3 of the Army Reorganiza- 
tion act of June 4, 1920. The present plan, ‘which has 
been submitted to the Secretary of War for his decision, 
contemplates the establishment of nine corps areas, and 
the abolishing of the present nine departments. During 
thé last several years the War Department has been de- 
voting considerable attention to the study of a systematic 
arrangement of the country into divisional areas, with 
the final plan of eventually dividing the country into 
corps areas. In April, 1917, the War Department pre- 
pared a bill for the reorganization of the Army, provid- 
ing for a division of the country into sixteen divisional 
areas. This laid the basis for the proposal to divide the 
country into corps areas, in which connection Section 3 
of the act of June 4 provides, under the head of Organ- 
ization of the Army, as follows: “The organized peace 
establishment, including the Regular Army, the National 
Guard and the organized Reserves, shall include all those 
divisions and other military organizations necessary to 
form the basis for a complete and immediate mobilization 
for the national defense in the event of national emer- 
gency declared by Congress. The Army shall at all times 
be organized so far as practicable into brigades, divi- 
sions, and army corps, and whenever the President may 
deem it expedient, into armies. For purposes of admin- 
istration, training and tactical control, the continental 
area of the United Statés shall be divided on a basis of 
military population into corps areas. Each corps area 
shall contain at least one division of the National Guard 
or the organized Reserves, and such troops as the Presi- 
dent may direct. The President is authorized to group 
any or all corps areas into army areas or departments.” 
The requirement of this section, that the corps areas 
shall be determined on “a basis of military population,” 
would indicate that the man power of the country will 
determine the territorial size of the corps areas. Mem- 
bers of the General Staff are awaiting the decision of 
Secretary of War Baker and it is said that he will en- 
deavor to make an early report, after which the plan will 
be returned to the War Plans Division for successful 
carrying out. The proposed abolition of the present de- 
partments indicates that sweeping changes will be effected 
in determining the geographical location of the nine corps 
areas in comparison to the present territorial division of 
the departments. The transfer of the 18t Division from 
Camp Taylor, Ky., to Camp Dix, N.J., and the ordering 
of the 5th Division from Camp Gordon, Ga., to Camp 
Jackson, S.C., had no connection with the plans for the 
creation of corps areas, these movements having been 
necessitated by orders of Congress in H.R. 8819, direct- 
ing the abandonment of Camps Taylor and Gordon and 
the salvaging of their buildings on or after June 30, 1921. 
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HEALTH OF THE TROOPS. 

Health conditions among troops in the United States 
remain excellent as evidenced by the low admission and 
non-effective rates which are practically the same as for 
the preceding seven days, according to reports received 
at the Office of the Surgeon General for the week end- 
ing July 23. The incidence of epidemic diseases is un- 
usually low. There were no new cases of influenza, 


meningitis or scarlet fever reported during the week and © 


but one new case each of pneumonia, diphtheria and 
dysentery and but four new cases of measles. Malaria, 
which for the past few weeks has continued to show an 
increase from week to week in the number of new cases, 
has suddenly declined, only thirteen admissions for this 
disease being reported this week against twenty-seven 
—4n the previous week. The Southern Department, which 
has been reporting as many new cases of this disease as 
all other camps and stations, only reports four new cases. 
It is believed that with the active anti-mosquito cam- 
paign in force at many of the larger camps and stations 
this disease will be held in control. The death rate for 
disease, 1.59, is unusually low. There were only five 
deaths from disease reported, two of which were due to 
communicable disease (tuberculosis). Among the Amer- 
ican Forces in Germany health conditions are excellent 
although the non-effective rate is quite high. This big 
gate is due chiefly to the number of venereal cases held 
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in hospital for treatment. There were five admissions 
for influenza, two for malaria, one for measles, one for 
scarlet fever, eight for mumps, and nine for seabies re- 
ported during the week. There was one death from pneu- 
monia, 
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ResERve aND Guar OrFicerns Wirh GENERAL STAEF. 

Nine of the fifteen Reserve Corps and National rd 
Officers, who have been selected for the General Staff thus 
far, in accordance with Section 5.of the Army Reorgan- 
ization act of June 4, 1920, had reported at the War De- 
partment on Aug. 2 when the first course of instruction 
in General Staff duties was begun by Lieut. Col. John 
‘W. Gulick, Gen. Staff Corps, U.S.A., War Plants Divi- 
sion. The officers included: Cols. Franklin W. Ward, 
N.Y.; George C. Richards, Pa.; Milton A. Reckford, 
Md.; Joseph’ H. Pratt, N.C.; Walter P. Bare, Ala.; 
Frank M. Rumbold, Mo.; Lieut. Col. Guy M. Wilson, 
Mich. ; Majors John W. Page, Texas; John B. Goodman, 
Colo. Col. Creed C. Hammond, Ore., and Major J. 
Moss Ives, Conn., reported later in the week. Lieut. 
Col. Alfred F. Foote, Mass., and Major Frank S. Hut- 
ton, Calif.. who were among the original appointees, 
notified the War Department on Aug. 2 that they had 
found it impossible to serve with the General Staff. 
Regular Army officers, however, hoped that these two 
officers would reconsider their decision. When the first 
class of officers has completed their courses of prelim- 
inary staff work it is proposed to assign them to certain 
divisions of the General Staff. As the work of the Gen- 
eral Staff in connection with the Army Reorganization 
act progresses it will be necessary to assign a number 
of other National Guard and Reserve Corps officers to 
the General Staff for the purpose of carrying out the 
requirements of reorganization. 
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EDUCATIONAL CONFERENCE AT CAMP GRANT. 
Instructions have been issued by the War Department 

for each special service of the Army to send a repre- 

sentative to Camp Grant, Ill., from Aug. 23 to Aug. 28, 


in order that a study may be made of the relationship 
between_ special services and their facilities for educa- 
tional and yocational training, so that this work may be 
fitted in to the general Army scheme of educational and 
vocational training. ‘This conference will be held in 
connection with the summer session of -the educational 
and recreational school at Camp Grant, and the officers 
who attend will be familiar with the educational work 
of their particular branch of the Service. The excellent 
results which have been achieved through the educational 
program of the Army for the past year, it is expected, 
will be exceeded during the coming years as a result of 
the summer school which was opened at Camp Grant 
on Aug. 1. The purpose of this summer school is to 
make uniform the methods and practices of teaching 
throughout the Army school system, It will be attended 
by instructors and their assistants from all of the camps, 
and by discussion and interchange of ideas, the most suc- 
cessful methods of teaching will be determine@. The 
work of the Army school system is being- watched by edu- 
catorg with great interest. 





New Po.icy ReeaRpInc ARMY TRANSFERS. 

Following the transfer and reassignment of many offi- 
cers to branches-of the Service other than their own ow- 
ing to the passage of the act of June 4, 1920, it became 
necessary for the War Department to issue new instruc- 
tions concerning applications for transfer of officers from 
one branch or corps to another. The department policy 
in this matter follows: Officers assigned to arms under 
the provisions of G.O. 41, W.D., July 2, 1920, are in- 
formed that applications from them for transfer from 
the arm to which at present assigned to Corps of 
engineers, Coast Artillery Corps, Cavalry or Infantry 
will be received under the provisions of Cir- 218, W.D. 
No transfers or details will be permitted to any other 
corps, service or department until after the completion 
by these officers of the basic course at the school of the 
arm to which now assigned, or to which transferred as 
above. No transfer or detail! will be permitted after an 
officer has entered on the basic course until such course 
is completed. Inasmuch as officers transferred as above 
will bé required to attend the basic course at the school 
of the arm to which transferred, early application for 
transfer, if desired, is essential. 
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Service WELFARE COMMITTEES AND Vicrory MEDALS. 

In connection with the. distribution of Victory Medals 
the Office of The Adjutant General calls the attention of 
the Recruiting Service to the assistance that may be 
gained in getting in touch with former Service men by 
establishing connections with the Service Men’s Welfare 
Committees which were organized by the Service and In- 
formation Branch, War Plans Division, General Staff, 
throughout the country. It is pointed out in this note 
that many of the committees have obtained the names 
and addresses of all ex-Service men in their territory 
from local draft boards, county clerks, Red Cross chap- 
ters, American Legion posts, and other sources, and then 
made a survey by sending out a questionnaire calling for 
certain information regarding their service. Those need- 
ing assistance are brought in contact with the agency 
which would furnish them with reliable information, or 
-with the Government bureau that can adjust their in- 
dividual claims, etc. Thus we have here an agency whieh 
will no doubt reach a large proportion of the ex-Service 
men, and should be of valuable assistance in getting in 
touch with these men. 
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To Wear TROUSERS WHEN Orr Doty. 

Officers and men of the U.S. Army will be pleased to 
learn that a change in the Uniform Regulations of the 
Army has been made which authorizes them to wear 
trousers when off duty. The official announcement made 
public on Aug. 4 reads: “Secretary of War directs that 
following instructions be published to the Service: When 
off duty officers and enlisted mem are authorized to wear 
trousers of olive drab material, cotton or woolen, con- 
forming with coat.” The official Army order on the sub- 
ject has not yet appeared. ,

In order to continue and promote the efficiency of the 
Vinance Départment a Finance School will be estab- 
lished at Fort Washington, Md.- It is proposed to estab- 
lish at once a special service school for the administra- 
tive and technical instruction of officers and enlisted men 
of the Finance Department. The institution will be 
known as the Finance School, which will be under the 
supervision and control of Brig. Gen. Herbert M.Hord, 
Chief of Finance, insofar as the direction. of the scliool, 
course of instruction and recommendations for assign- 
ment of personnel as instructors and students are con- 
cerned, subject to the limitation that the total strength 
of the school detachment, including instructors, shall not 
at any time exceed four officers and sixteen enlisted men. 


The total number of students shall not at any time ex- 
ceed ten officers and 100 enlisted men and the period of 
the school course will not exceed three months. The 
commanding officer of the Coast Defense of the Potomac 


will have jurisdiction over the school in all matters per- 
taining to discipline, protection and supply. Plans for 
the school have been perfected for some time and Gen- 
eral Lord will at once determine the number of officers 
and enlisted men to be detailed to the school. Major 
Stanley S. Ross, U.S.A., has been designated as com- 
mandant of the Finante School with Lieut. Frank E. 
Parker, U.S.A., as assistant. Lieutenant Parker has 
been ordered to report from Fort Riley, Kas. Major 
Ross is engaged in completing plahs for the opening of 
the school. 
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ENLISTED MEN oF LINE Nor For Starr Dory. 

Use of enlisted men of the line branches ef the Service 
for duties pertaining to the staff corps willbe prohibited 
in a cireular to be issued by the War Department. It 
is stated in this connection that the great importance of 
giving to men belonging to line organizations the maxi- 
mum amount of military, vocational and other training 
pertaining to their respective branches makes it desirable 
that they not be used to perform duties in connection 
with the maintenance and operation of camps, posts and 
stations; which should be performed by personnel of any 
of the staff corps. Department commanders were ad- 
vised on Aug. 5 to issue the necessary instructions to in- 
sure that enlisted personnel, belonging to line branches 
of the Army, will not be used, except in case of emer- 
gency, to perform duties which should be performed ‘by 
enlisted men of the staff corps. Where a commanding 
officer, in case of emergency, finds it necessary to employ 
enlisted men of a line branch on duties of this character, 
he will make a report of the fact to the department com- 
mander, explaining the necessity for his action, 
stating the duration of such employment. Department 
commanders will report to The Adjutant General defi- 
ciencies in the personnel or organization of staff corps 
indicated by these conditions.

EXAMINATION FOR NAvy SUPPLY OFFICERS. 

An examination will be held on Jan. 16, 1921, to deter- 
mine the fitness of Reserve and temporary supply officers 
of the Navy for transfer to permanent commissions not 
above the rank ofMieutenant, senior grade.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Vice Admiral Sir Trevelyan D. W. Napier, K.C.B., 
commander-in-chief of the British North American and 
West Indies naval station, died at the Admiralty House, 
Hamilton, Bermuda, on July 30. Death was due to 
enteric fever. Admiral Napier was fifty-three years of 
age. He commanded light cru’ser squadrons early in 
the World War, fought in the battle of Jutland, being 
mentioned in dispatches, commanded other cruiser squad- 
rons later and reached the rank of vice admiral in 1917. 
Admiral Napier visited New York in February, 1920, in 
an unofficial eapacity. 

Brevet Lieut. Col. Henry Haymond, late U.S.A., died 
at his home in Clarksburg, W. Va., July 31, 1920, at the 
age of eighty-two years. Colonel Haymond, as a captain 
in the 18th U.S. Infantry, served all through the Civil 
War, and for several years afterwards was a captain in 
the 27th Infantry, taking part in many Indian cam- 
paigns. He was honorably discharged from the Army at 
his own request Nov. 1, 1870, and returned to his home 
in West Virginia, wheze he held many responsible posi- 
tions of trust, besides being a writer of recognized ability. 
In 1884 he was appointed 2 member of the Board of 
Visitors to the U.S. Military Academy. Besides many 
friends in the Service Colonel Haymond was the uncle 
of Mrs. M. 8. Jarvis, wife of Colonel Jarvis, and of 
Lieut. Col. George C. Comly, U.S.A. He received the 
brevet of major in 1863 for gallant and meritorious ser- 
vice at the battles of Murfreesboro and Chickamauga, 
and the brevet of lieutenant colonel in 1865 for gallant 
and meritorious services during the Civil War. 

Capt. (T) D. J. Neumiiller, U.S.A., who was on duty 
at the Air Service general supply depot at Middletown, 
Pa., was killed and his mechanic, Pvt. Ray S. Nutt, 
U.S.A., was seriously injured when the machine they 
were flying crashed at Marietta, Pa., on Aug. 1. Cap- 
tain Neumiiller was born in Pennsylvania on Aug. 29, 
1889. He enlisted in the Signal Corps Nov. 5, 1915, 
was transferred to the Ist Aviation Section and on 
June 3, 1917, received his commission as second lieuten- 
ant in the 11th Infantry. He retained his captaincy (T) 
on Aug. 5, 1917. 

Capt. James A. Lynch, Ord. Dept., U.S.A. (emer- 
gency), ordnance officer at the Army reserve depot, New 
Cumberland, Pa., who died at General Hospital No. 31, 
Carlisle, Pa., June 11, 1920, had but recently returned 
from Viadivostok, where he had been ordnance officer of 
the American Forces in Siberia. He was born in Ireland 
in 1875, and came to the United States at an early age, 
making the Army his life career. He had a record of 
twenty-eight years’ service. Oset in Lynch was a mem- 
ber of Lodge 217, F. and A.M., Monterey, Calif., and 
Harrisburg Consistory, A.A.S.R. The remains of Cap- 
tain Lynch were buried at the Presidio of San Francisco, 
Calif. 

Lieut. Benjamin P. Hinman, U.S.N.R.F., committed 
suicide in New York city on July 30 by jumping from 
the fourth floor of the residence of his brother-in-law at 
No. 510 West 140th street. Lieutenant Hinman had 
been suffering from a nervous disorder for a long time, 
due to his work during the World War, and was on sick 
leave from the naval training station at Great Lakes, 
Ill. He went to New York expecting that his health 
would improve. His duty had been in connection with 
the organization of the U.S.N.R.F. Lieutenant Hinman 
was unmarried.

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COLONEL HUNT ACQUITTED BY G.C.M. 

Lieut. Col. John E. Hunt, U.S.A., retired, who was 
tried by a G.C.M. at Governors Island, N.Y., recently, 
on the charge of violation of the 96th Article of War in 
connection with the escape, on May 18, of the military 
prisoner, Grover C. Bergdoll, was acquitted of the 
charge. The acquittal was approved by Major Gen. Rob- 
ert L. Bullard, commanding the Eastern Department, on 
Aug. 3. The announcement of the acquittal was made 
public Aug. 4 by Lieut. Col. Charles C. Cresson, judge 
advocate. 

The specific charge against Colonel Hunt was that he 
had not taken sufficient means to guard against the es- 
cape of the prisoner. Bergdoll eluded his guards, who 
were two non-commissioned officers, Sergeants O’Hare 
and York, at his home in Philadelphia on May 20 during 
a trip from Governors Island to Hagerstown, Md., near 
— place Bergdoll reported he had hidden a large sum 
in gold. ‘ 

Major Gen. P. C. Harris, The A.G. of the Army, is- 
sued instructions to Colonel Hunt to permit Bergdoll, 
who had been convieted of draft evasion, to go under 
guard to search for gold, at the request of Bergdoll’s at- 
torneys. Bergdoll was not handcuffed and his guards on 
arrival at the prisoner's home in Philadelphia permitted 
him to go out of their sight, and he took advantage of 
this opportunity to escape. The two non-coms. are to 
undergo trial in connection with the escape of Bergdoll. 
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Guarp Must CARE FoR ANIMALS, 

Vouchers are being received at the Militia Bureau for 
the payment from Federal appropriations of services ren- 
dered by civilian veterinarians and by civilian horse- 
shoers for attention given National Guard animals, The 
adjutants general of all states and territories and the 
District of Columbia Militia were notified recently by 
the Militia Bureau that “it should be impressed upon all 
concerned that a mounted organization must have a duly 
qualified horseshoer and that the animals pertaining to 
the organization must be kept shod by him. He should 
be one of the helpers referred to in Par. 953, N.G. Reg. 
If the pay as horseshoer and as a helper is not sufficient 
inducement to secure a competent horseshoer, additional 
pay should be provided from state, battery, troop, com- 
pany or private funds.” Payment for veterinary ser- 
vices will not be made from Federal funds except when 
«pecifically authorized by the Secretary of War. Vetceri- 
narians who receive pay from Federal funds under the 
act of June 4, 1920, will be required te furnish all neces- 
sary medical treatment of public animals of their com- 
mand. according to the buréau’s directions. In conclu- 
sion the notification states that “a mounted organization 
which, when called into Federal service, cannot keep its 
avimals shod and otherwise care for them is practically 
useless from a military viewpoint, and it is not intended 
to furnish Federal funds for payment to eivilians in or- 
der to supply such deficiencies. Where it appears that 
supplies are not properly used or where animals are not 
properly cared for the allowances will be discontinued 
and the public animals will be withdrawn from the organ- 
ization concerned.” State authorities are requested to

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Camp GorRDON TO BE ABANDONED.

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PROSPECT FOR MORE ARMY PROMOTIONS. 

Although no figures have been made public \ the mat- 
eter, it is generally known throughout the Service that 
many candidates for commissions in the Regular Army 
from among former and present emergency officers who 
had expressed their desire to take examinations for per- 
manent commissions, in the period beginning July 7, had 








failed in the physical and mental tests, while others did 
not appear before the examining boards. The class of 
emergency officers who failed to appear before the boards 
have received special attention in the past week for 
on Aug. 4 the Secretary of War directed that cer- 
tain emergency officers, twenty-four in number, having 
declined or failed to appear for examinations for com- 


as 
and 


missions in the Service, be no longer considered 
applicants under the provisions of Cirular 229, 
that their commanding officers be so informed and di- 
rected to report them for disposition under the provi- 

sions of the above circular. In case any of these officers . 
are outside the continental limits of the United States 
necessary action was ordered to be taken by cable in or- 
der that they may be promptly returned and discharged. 
The Secretary further directed that similar action be 
taken with respéct to similar lists to be hereafter fur- 
nished by The Adjutant General. This class of officers 
is designated as Class 7. 


These examinations were held to carry out the pro- 
visions of Section 24 of the Army Reorganization act of 
June 4, 1920, for the filling of vacancies in the commis- 


sioned personnel, the pertinent part of the text reading: 
“Not less than one-half of the total number of vacancies 


caused by this act, exclusive of those in the Medica! De- 
partment and among chaplains, shall be filled by the ap- 
pointment, to date from July 1, 1920, and subject to 
such examination as the President may prescribe, of per- 
sons other than officers of the Regular Army who served 
as officers of the U.S. Army at any time between April 
6, 1917, and the date of the passage of this act. A suit- 
able number of such officers shall be appointed in each 
of the grades below that of brigadier general, according 
to their qualifications for such grade as may be deter- 
mined by the board of general officers provided for in 
this section. Vacancies remaining in grades above 
the lowest which are not filled by such appointments

shall be filled by promotion to date from July 1, 
accordance with the provisions of: Section 24 


Section 24c provides for promotion up to June 30, 1920, 
in accordance with laws existing at the time of the pass- 
age of the act, while on and after July 1, 1920, promo- 
tion was to be made under the single list plan. 

The significant provisions of the above Section 24 are 


those which state that “not less than one-half of the 
total number of vacancies caused by this act shall 
be filled by appointment” and “vacancies remaining in 
grades above the lowest which are not filled by such ap- 
pointments shall be filled by promotion.” These provi- 
sions at once opened a way to original appointments for 


officers who had served in the war and at the same time 
furnished the legal agency for filling the vacancies left 
should a sufficient number of officers who served during 
the war fail to take advantage of the opportunity thus 
offered in the new law for winning commissions in the 


Regular Army. It appears certain, from what is known 
of the number of candidates for commissions who failed 


to pass the examinations -and of those who did not ap- 
pear before the examining boards, that the War Depart- 
ment will be forced to take recourse to the second provi- 
sion quoted above from Section 24 reading “vacancies 
remaining in grades above the lowest which are not filled 


by such appointments shall be filled by promotion,” ete. 
Since the proportion of vacancies provided for in the 
bill must be filled by promotion, it appears inevitable 
that the “vacancies remaining in grades above the low- 
est” will not only move up many captains’ and majors, 
but will strip the commissioned personnel of many of its 
lieutenants, who will be promoted’ to fill the vacancies im 


the higher grades. This in turn will necessitate falling 
back on the provisions of Section 24e for the appoint- 
ment of officers in the grade of second lieutenant “of 
graduates of the U.S. Military Academy, from warrant 
officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army between 


the ages of twenty-one and thirty fears who have had 
at least two years’ service, and from Reserve officers and 
from officers, warrant officers. and enlisted men of the 
National Guard, members of the Enlisted Reserve Corps 
and graduates of technical institutions all be- 
tween the ages of twenty-one and thirty years.”

STRENGTH OF THE ARMY. 

The strength of the Army on July 29 was 202,561 offi- 
cers and men of which 187,197 were enlisted men and 
15,364 commissioned officers. There were 8,221 Regular 
officers on that date, 6,766 emergency officers and 877 





emergency officers undergoing physical reconstruction. 


























The Army Reorganization act places the number of en- 
listed men at not to exceed 280,000, including the Philip- 
‘pine Scouts, and the authorized commissioned strength 
of the Army at 17,698.

APPOINTING POWER OF THE PRESIDENT. 
Its Relation to General Officer Appomtments. 

As to the question whether the recently announced ap- 
pointments of two general officers which will take effect 

t a later date may be contrary fo law, or at least to 
the intent of Congress,|an-officer of the Army writes: 

“Congress in the recent Reorganization act provided 
that general officers should be selected from among the 
colonels or, in the case of the first selection, from among 
officers who had had more than twenty-two years com- 

* missioned service. Among those recently appointed by 
the President Were two officers who were not colonels and 
who had not had twenty-two years service. The as- 
sumption, however, that such appointments are unlawful 
is entirely wrong. 

“The supreme law of the land is the Constitution of 
the United States. Under the Constitution appoint- 
ments to the grade of general officer are made by the 
President by and with the advice of the Senate. In the 
case of recess appointments, such as the ones under dis- 
cussion, the appointing power rests with the President 
alone. It has long been held that the laws passed by 
Congress restricting the appointing power of the Presi- 
dent are unconstitutional. They have been accepted as 
advisory only, but are not binding upon the President. 
Included in this class of laws are those providing for 
promotion by seniority ; the establishment of a single list ; 
the provision that general officers must be selected from 





colonels; and restrictions as to age, educational qualifica- ° 


tions, ete., of original appointments in the grade of sec- 
ond lieutenant. The President as a rule has made his 
appointments in accordance with these advisory laws 
but there have been a great many exceptions. For ex- 
ample, between the signing of the armistice and the an- 
nouncement of the two appointments under discussion 
there were two general officers appointed from the grade 
of lieutenant colonel, one from major and one from cap- 
tain, while under the provisions of the National Defense 
act in force at the time all such appointments were re- 
quired to be made from the grade of colonel. In the last 
thirty years there have been between fifty and one bun- 
dred other appointments made by the President in viola- 
tion of these so-called laws. These appointments in- 
eluded civilians and soldiers who were under age, men 
who were over age, married men and men who were dis- 
charged from West Point and appointed ahead of their 
class graduation. 

“In every ease the Senate has confirmed the appoint- 
ment and that ended it: As a matter of fact, while this 
very law was under discussion a prominent senator on 
the Military Affairs Committee pointed out the fact that 
the President would probably not abide by it, that he 
would appoint whom he chose and that following the un- 
broken precedent the Senate would confirm his appoint- 
ment. 

“If there is any officer who hasn’t had the fact brought 
home to him that the appointing power is with the Presi- 
dent alone, let him read his last commission. He will 
find there these words: “This commission will remain in 
force during the pleasure of the President of the United 
States for the time being.’ If the President should de- 
sire to terminate that commission, all he would have to 
do would be to nominate somebody else and get it con- 
firmed by the Senate.” 

Our correspondent’s discussion of the matter is of in- 
terest but he omits the fact that the President appoints 
not only “by and with the advice” but also “and consent” 
of the Senate. Whether or not the Senate exercises its 
authority of consent in a particular case, it has the au- 
thority, which it has often exercised, to decline to con- 
firm a Presidential appointment. As to the two appoint- 
ments especially referred to, there may be two questions; 
are they in accordance with the terms of a law of limi- 
tation passed by Congress; and is it within the power of 
Congress to so limit the exercise of Presidential ap- 
pointive power? Our discussion of the matter concerned 
the question whether the appointments fell within the 
limitations set by the provisions of Section 4 of the Re- 
organization act. 

Our correspondent is in error in citing as an instance 
where the limitations of the law were not followed the 
appointments of general officers from the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel, and lower, made after the signing of the 
armistice. They were fully in accord with the laW and 
the limitations of the Natéonal Defense act. That act 
provided that “in time of peace” the appointment of 
brigadiers shall be from officers of the grade of colonel. 
Officially this country was then and is still at war. 





Navy EXAMINATIONS FOR WARRANT OFFICERS. 


Transfer of temporary and Reserve chief warrant offi- 
cers and warrant officers to the permanent Navy under 
the provisions of Sections 3 and 5 of the Naval Appro- 
priation act of June 4, 1920, is announced in a Bureau 
ef Navigation circular dated Aug. 6, 1920. The circular 
states: “Qualifications for transfer under the above pro- 
visions of the law will be determined by examinations 
which will be similar in class, character and method to 
those now in use for the examinations held for appoint- 
ment to warrant rank. Examinations will be held as soon 
as practicable after applications are received, that for 


chief warrants preceding the warrant examination. De | 


tailed information regarding convening of boards and 
examination of candidates will be issued to the Service 
at a later date. The bureau is preparing circulars of 
information and application blanks which will seon be 
~ready for issue. These will be sent. to all ships and sta- 
tions to be distributed direct to eligible temporary and 
Reserve officers on actve duty. Commandants of nayal 
districts will report the number of inactive warrant and 
inactive chief warrant officers of the Naval Reserve 
Force residing in their respective districts and upon re- 
ceipt of this-report the Bureau of Navigation will fur- 
nish the commandants with the necessary number of cir- 
culars and blank forms of applications which the com- 
mandants will transmit to the officers concerned.” 
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ADM. ANDERSON RELIEVES ADM. DECKER. 


Telegraphic orders from the Bureau of Navigation, 
Navy Department, were sent on Aug. 4 to Rear Admiral 
Edwin A. Anderson, U.S.N., commandant of the 6th 
Naval District and also commandant of the navy yard, 
Charleston, 8.C., to proceed by the first available means 
to Miami, Fla, and relieve Rear Admiral Benton C. 
Decker, U.8.N., commandant of the 7th Naval District 
and the naval station at Key West, Fla. The orders are 
to relieve Admiral Decker in all matters, taking charge 
of all papers and records. Officers who read between the 
lines in the telegraphic order believe that it indicates an 
intention on the part of the Secretary of the Navy to 
take further action in the matter. It is at least in line 
with the statement of Secretary Daniels, often repeated 
in the last few weeks, that he would take no action in 
the Admiral Decker case until his return from the West 
coast, but it does not accord with the opinion expressed 
by former Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, noteu in our 
issue of July 24, that while final decision in the matter 
had not been reached, Admiral Decker’s charges would 
probably be ignored. It apparently follows the recom- 
mendation of Admiral R. E. Coontz, Chief of Operations, 
and Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, that Admiral Decker be detached 
from duty. On account of the personal character ef Ad- 
miral Decker’s letters of June 17 and 18 to Chairman 
Hale of the Senatorial Committee that investigated . the 
Navy’s conduct of the war, in which he bitterly con- 
demned the Secretary of the Navy and the Assistant Sec- 
retary. Admiral Coontz, who was Acting Secretary of 
the Navy at the time the letters reached Washington, 
decided not to take any action himself, but refer the mat- 
ter to Secretary Daniels for his decision as to what 
course to pursue in the case. Thus the whole affair has 
drifted along from week to week without definite action 
until this telegraphic order was issued. 

Admiral Decker in his letters not only directly at- 
tacked the Secretary and Assistant Secretary, but by 
implication expressed an unfavorable view of high rank- 
ing officers of the Navy. In defending Rear Admirals 
Sims, Fiske and Fullam he said that “it is probable and 
more than likely if these officers had” bowed down and 
bad served the gods that Mr. Daniels worshiped they 
would to-day have been fattening off the Navy as com- 
manders of fleets on active duty or in pleasant jobs ia 
Washington. To me, as to other high officers of the 
Navy, it has come that if we would bow down and do 
the wishes of Mr. Daniels, that we would receive the re- 
wards therefor. Intimations that come by circuitous 
routes and underhanded, sneaking ways, so that no one 
can take hold of them.”’ The implication that the ad- 
mirals of the Atlantic and Pacific and Asiatic Fleets were 
“fattening off the Navy,” and.that the. bureau chiefs were 
holding down “pleasant jobs in Washington,” was not 
particularly relished by other officers of the Navy. Com- 
ment by Navy officers, of all ranks, has been not always 
favorable to Admiral Decker. Such phrases as “bowing 
down and worshiping the gods,” ‘“underhanded, sneaking 
ways” and that the Navy needs “in the Navy Depart- 
ment a naval officer big enough and broad enough and of 
sufficient ability to maintain the standards of the Navy 
against the encroachments of the civilian secretaries,” 
did not appeal to officers now at the bureaus at Wash- 
ington, who feel that far from enjoying ‘“‘pleasant jobs” 
they are hard at work on the vital problems of the Navy.

PLAN OF ASSIGNMENT OF NEW OFFICERS. 

When the list of successful candidates for commissions 
in the Regular Establishment is finally approved it ‘is 
the present plan of the War Department to notify them 
to report for duty at a station, camp or post as near to 
their place of residence as is possible. This is due to 
the mileage regulations, since appointees to the Regular 
Army from eivil life do not draw mileage or transpor- 
tation allowance from their homes to their first station. 
The assignment of a newly appointed officer to a military 
post near his home, however, will not mean that it will 
be permanent. In fact, he may- be ordered away the 
next day. In directing attention to this matter the 
War Department further clarifies Paragraph 4 of “Rules 
and Regulations Governing Boards of Review,” when it 
declares that this paragraph is not to be interpreted as 
prohibiting Form 739-F, A.G.O., being transmitted to the 
office of the chief of a branch for action by him thereon 
and for preparation of recommendation as to first as- 
signment. When this form is so transmitted, records will 
remain with the Board of Review and the chief of the 
branch will assume the responsibility for the return of 
the completed form from the Board of Review to the Cen- 
tral Records Branch, A.G.O.

REVIEWING OFFICER-CANDIDATES’ RECORDS. 
Central Records Branch Makes Progress. 

The Central Records Branch of the War Department, 
in charge of the records of officer-candidates for appoint- 
ment to the commissioned personnel of the Regular Es- 
tablishment, made considerable progress this week in 
compiling data which, when completed, will be forwarded 
to the final selection board. - Sessions were held daily

during the last several days by the boards of review of - 


the several branches of the Service in an endeavor to 
complete their tasks in reviewing the individual record 
of the candidates who desire to be commissioned in their 
respective branches. Officers serving on the. different. 
boards of review expressed themselves as particularly 
satisfied with the progress made thus far in disposing of 
the enormous number of records coming before them, 
Karly in the week several of the boards were delayed in 
their schedule due to the fact that examining boards at 
(he various posts, camps and stations were handicapped 
in completing candidates’ papers, because of the short- 
age of clerical help. Nevertheless towards the end of 
the week an unusually large number of records were re- 
ceived by The Adjutant General, and these were placed 
befere the boards of review for action. Owing to the 
thousands of cases, in addition to the accompanying data, 
to be reviewed by th; boards indications are that the 
boards will be in session the greater part of next week: 

According to Col. George C. Marshall, U.S.A., General 
Staff Corps, aid to Gen. John J. Pershing, the president 
of the final selecting board, it is expected that this board 
will eonvene on Aug. 16, as announced in our issue of 
July 31. Colonel Marshall declared that General: Per- 
shing was anxious to complete the work involved in the 
selection of the candidates for commissions. ‘The final 
board had been instructed to meet on July 15. However, 
it was necessary to postpone the date to July 26, when 
a second postponement followed because of incompleted 
records. There is every reason to hope now that the rec- 
ords will be prepared in the majority of cases by Aug. 
15. If so, General Vershing and the board will assemble 
and decide the action to be taken in the case of — 
candidate.

Army Regulations, 1913, Par. 1205, Section 6 (Emer- 
gency Ration), is changed to read as follows: “The 
emergency ration is furnished as an article of field equip- 
ment and is for use in the field on campaign or maneu- 
vers when regular rations are not obtainable, and will be 
opened only by order of a commissioned officer or in case 


of actual emergency when an officer is not present. Com-* 


pany and detachment commanders are responsible for the 
proper care and use of émergéncy rations when issued 
to the individua] soldier. 





MARINE Corps EXAMINATIONS. 


It was announced from Marine Corps Headquarters 
Aug. 5, 1920, that the examinations for permanent Dro- 
motion of officers of the Marine Corps temporarily serv- 
ing in the grades of major and above will be as now pro- 
vided by law. The professional examination will consist 
of (a) a practical or oral examination, and (b) Service 
record in grade. The scope of the examinations will be 
based on a Marine Corps order te be issued immediately; 
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GENERAL STAFF COLLEGE STUDENTS. 
Instructions contained in the letter from The Adju- 
tant General’s Office, dated June 28, 1920, concerning 
special students to attend the General Staff College, were 





- revoked by the War Department ow Aug. 2, and new in- 


structions issued. 


The instructions state that officers will be detailed at 


the discretion of the chief of the service concerned, to 
take tlie regular course at the General Staff College, 
1920-21. All officers so detailed must have had not less 
than fifteen years’ commissioned service and a rating of 
at least “Above Average” and, if not a-member of the 
staff corps in question, must have served therein by de- 
tail for a period of at least one year; in the Quartermas- 
ter Corps, two years; The Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment, one year; the Judge Advocate General’s Depart- 
ment, one year; the Finance Department, one year; the 
Medical Department, two years; the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, two years; the Chemical Warfare Service, one 
year. For the succeeding years, officers will be detailed 
as indicated above. Selections for these details will be 
made by the chiefs of the services concerned from the 
initial list for the General Staff if possible. 

For the course at the, General Staff College. 1990-21, 
ant succeeding ears, cl. chicf ‘cf -so.vive, as above, will 
detail an officer to represent his branch at the college. 
Duties and period the officer so detailed is to be at the 
college will be determined by the commandant, after con- 
sultation with the respective chiefs of service. The offi- 
cers selected for this duty must be technically proficient 
and share the confidence of their chiefs and, as repre- 
sentatives, be prepared to perform the duties that will 
fall to the chiefs of their corps or services in dealings 
with the General Staff; that is, he must be fully informed 
as to the organization, duties and functions of his corps 
or service and, for the services to which applicable, meth- 
ods of procurement, storage, distribution, present and 
projected depots, possibilities of production in time of 
war, etc. He must be prepared to give technical advice 
and information on broad questions involved in General 
Staff supervision and control. It is essential that the 
information given by representatives be authoritative and 
have the samo force that the decision, advice, or infor- 
mation from the chief of the corps or services concerned 
would have. In conclusion department commanders are 
asked to submit, with the least practicable delay, the 
names of officers to be recommended in accordance with 
the regulations embodied in the above. These officers will 
be required to report at the General Staff College before 


the end of August.

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NATIONAL GUARD WAR RECORDS WANTED. 


Instructions concerning the records of the World War 
in the hands of the National Guard have been forwarded 
to the adjutants general of all states and territories and 
the District of Columbia Militia by Brig. Gen. J. MclI. 
Carter, U.S.A., Chief of Militia. In calling attention to 
this matter General Carter refers to the following com- 
munication from the Assistant Director, War Plans Divi- 
sion, General Staff: 

“Under authority contained in A.GO., 300.45, 1st 
Army, the Historical Branch of this division is engaged 
in collecting and preparing for publication sets of docu- 
ments relating to the World War. In the course of this 
work numerous cases of missing documents occur. It is 
not believed that these documents are irretrievably lost, 
but the fact remains that they are not in the files in 
this city and it is therefore necessary to locate them. 
In many cases a former National Guard organization 
was made the nucleus of a fighting unit for the A.E.F., 
and as such returned to this country and was demobilized, 
later in some cases to be reformed under one of its for- 
mer designations. Doubtless some of these last-mentioned 
organizations have among their records some of the doc- 
uments desired. It may also occur that individuals of 
the present organized militia have among their papers 
certain casual records or documents needed. It is with 
a view to obtaining these documents that you are re- 
quested to communicate with the state adjutants general 
and the inspector-instructors of the National Guard on 





duty. 

The following records are desired: Field and adminis- 
trative orders with annexes, summaries of intelligence, 
operation reports, tactical and administrative correspon- 
ence, field messages, general and special orders, war dia- 
ries, personal diaries, memoranda and other records bear- 
ing upon operation of units, etc. Any of the above found 
should be sent direct to the Chief, Historical Branch, W. 
P.D., G.S., Washington Barracks, D.C., for file. If de- 
sired true copies will be made and sent to the contribu- 
tors in lieu of the originals turned in, The War De- 
partment desires to give full credit to all units of the 
A.E.F. in the F penny of documents and unless their 
complete reco are published this cannot be done. Con- 


cerning the National Guard récords, General Carter says: 
“I request that the adjutants general give the necessary 
publicity to this method of finding records in order that 
the National Guard may receive the same treatment as 
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the Regular units, which are now being approached along 
the same lines.”

U.S. CONTESTANTS WIN AT OLYMPIC SHOOT. 

In the target events of the international Olympic 
games, which began at Beverloo, Belgium, on July 30, 
the United States won a sweeping victory. Out of eight 
events, including rifle, pistol and revolver contests, the 
Americans won seven places and were second in the other. 
In the seven individual events they won four firsts, two 
seconds and four thirds, taking first, second and third in 
one of them. They failed to place in only one event, the 
200-meter rifle firing, prone. Medals were awarded on 
Aug. 3. The final standing on points is as follows: 
United States, 43; Sweden, 11; Norway, 9; Denmark, 
7; Switzerland, 514; Brazil 5; France, 4; Greece, 2; 
South Africa, 2, and Finland, 114. 

Comdr. Carl T. Osburn, U.S.N., in the individual shoot 
with Army rifles, meters, prone, on July 30, won 
with a score of 56 out of a possible 60. In the individual 
small-bore rifle match on Aug. 3 Capt. A. D. Rothrock, 
29th Inf. U.S.A., gained second place. with 386, and 
Sergt. Dennis Fenton, 35th Inf., U.S.A., third with 385. 
In the revolver contests Guilheime Papaeuse, a Brazil- 
ian, shooting with an American Army type pistol, scored 
274. He defeated by two points his nearest competitor, 
R. ©. Bracken, an American. The Brazilian team used 
in the revolver contest of Aug. 4 weapons equipped with 
special rear sights, the issue of the Brazilian navy, and 
which the Americans had believed were therefore barred. 
In the 600-meter individual rifle shoot Lieut. L. §, 
Spooner, U.S.A., Theo Filakis, of Greece, and Johnson, 
Sweden, and Ericksson, of Sweden, tied with 56 points 
each, e official team scores in the revolver ma:chex 
of Aug. 3 were: United States, 1,309; Greece, 1,275; 
Switzerland, 1,270. 

A dispatch from the U.S.S. Frederick, received on 
Aug. 2 at the Navy Department, commenting on the 
condition of the Olympic ee as follows: “After 
1,500 miles at sea the Navy are in fine shape, no 
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one is sick and all have reported for practice daily. All 
team crews, wrestlers, boxers, fencers and runners worked 
to-day on the quarterdeck, which has been rigged up for 
a training space. The crews pulled fifteen es on the 
rowing machines, showing fast time. The wrestlers had 
three good contests and the fencers —— against the 
coach. The track team took general exercises and prac- 
ticed starting. All the Olympic party eat at the training 
table, which is supplied with excellent food. Exercises 
are held twice-daily and band concerts and motion pic- 
tures are given on deck every night. 





NOTES OF THE AIR SERVICES. 
Service Balloons in National Race. 

Five Service balloons are entered for national balloon 
race that is scheduled to be started from Indianapolis on 
Sept. 11. The three Army Air Service balloons will be 
piloted by Capt. Dale Mabry, and Lieuts. Byron T. Burt, 
jr., Robert S. Olmsted, George W. McEntire, Richard E. 
Thompson and Harold E. Weeks. The U.S. Army Bal- 
loon School, Fort Omaha, will have an entry piloted by 
A. Leo Stevens. The Navy also will have an entry 
piloted by Lieut. (j.g.) Raffe Emerson, U.S.N.R.F. This 
race is preliminary to the international balloon event 
which will be started from the same city Oct. 23, with 
eleven entries, three from the United States, three from 
Italy and the same number from France and one entry 
each from Great Britain and Belgium. Ralph H. Up- 
son, of Akron, Ohio, the present holder of the interna- 
tional trophy, is an entrant in the national race of 
Sept. 11. 

Atlantic Fleet Aircraft Record. 
_ Navy aircraft activities with the U.S. Atlantic Fleet 
in West Indian waters during the recent*winter and 
spring months have been made public by the Office of 
Nava Intelligence. The total flights for all types of 
heavier-than-air machines, which includes N-9's, MF 
boats, and F-5-L’s, numbered 218, with a total of 452.25 
flying hours, and only seven forced landings occurred 
throughout the entire period. The work of the F-5-L 
squadron of six machines.commanded by Lieut. Comdr. 
B. G. Leighton, U.S.N., included the passage from Pen- 
sacola to uantanamo; general communication exercises 
and ta et flights at Guantanamo; a shaking down 
cruise which covered Cape Haitien. Sanchez, S.D., San 
Juan, P.R., St. Thomas, V.1., Ponce, P.R., Mayaguez, 
P.R., Aquin Bay, Haiti, Kingston, Jamaica, and return 
to Guantanamo; battle practice, bomb dropping, night 
flying, communication service, and general short range 
battle practice in Guacanayabo Bay and vicinity. The 
squadron of F-5-L’s covered a distance, in formation, of 
2,895 miles in fifty-nine hours and six minutes, at an 
average ground speed of fifty knots. The average fuel 


‘ consumptiog of all machines was fifty gallons an hour 


at a speed of sixty knots air-speed, a very fine per- 
formance. 
Coast Guard Life-Saving Airplane. 

At the Coast Guard aviation station, Moorehead City, 
N.C., four seaplames are being assembled and will be 
tested for rescue work in the stormy season during Sepe 
tember and October. Two planes are now in commission 
and are used for patrol work along shore and for photo- 
graphing sand bars and other underwater obstructions to 
navigation in the vicinity of the station. The com- 
manding officer of the station is Captain of Engineers C. 
E. Sugden, who commanded the station at Ile Tudy, 
France, during hostilities, several officers of which were 
decorated by the French government for their bravery 
and skill in sinking submarines. At least two German 
U-boats, one the famous Penmarch Pete, were accounted 
for by Captain Sugden’s command. The method to be 
employed in life-saving by seaplane will be the carrying 
of lifelines to a foundering ship; the lines will be weighted 
and cast from the planes a short distance from the off- 
shore side of the ship, then the plane will pay out line 
across the ship and carry it to the beach, where it will 
be weighted and dropped to the life crews who man the 
reel and handling gear. 

Navy Gets All-Metat Seaplane. 


One of the three all-metal seaplanes of the JL-6 mono- 
plane type, Junker patent, recently purchased by the 
Navy Department, arrived at the naval air station, Ana- 
costia, D.C., on July 28, and is now undergoing tests for 
speed and carrying capacity. This plane fiew from New 
York to Anacostia over the land for the last thirty miles 
of the journey. [Fitted with two metal floats, its fuse- 
lage high out of the water, and with huge single wings 
projecting without support of struts or wires, this hydro- 
neroplane is arousing much interest in flying circles, and 
it is said that this type of plane bids fair to revolution- 
ize the design and construction of naval aircraft. The 
Navy bought three of these machines for testing pur- 
poses, and they are identical with the JL-6 squadron 
now in flight from New York to San Francisco and re 
turn, with the exception that the floats are substituted 
for the field landing gear. 

Mishaps of the Alaska Flying Expedition. 

The Alaska flying expedition, Air Service, U.S.A. 
which took off from Mitchel Field, Long Island, N.Y., 
on July 15 with the intention of flying to Nome, Alaska, 
and return by way of Canada, has suffered some mishaps. 
The expedition consists of four machines, the personnel 
including Capt. St. Clair Street, commanding; Lieuts, 
Clifford C. Nutt, Eric H. Nelson, C. H. Crumrine, Ross 
C. Kirkpatrick, Sergts. Edmond Henriques and A. T. 
Vierra, and Master Electrician Joseph E. English. «The 
first stop in the itinerary was Erie, Pa. Captain Street 
was forced to land near Scranton, Pa., damaging his 
machine in landing. The’ other three machines made 
their first objective without injury or delay. Captain 
Street joined them there a couple of days later and the 
flight was resumed. After taking off from Edmonton, 
Alberta, Canada, on Aug. 2 it was found that Captain 
Street’s machine was on fire and he was compelled to 
return to Edmonton. He continued the flight the fol- 
lowing day and joined the other machines at Prince 
George, where his machine was so badly damaged in 
alighting, during a storm, that three days were required 
to repair it. This was after he had been compelled to 
stop at Jasper because of motor trouble, his machine 
again catching fire while in the air. In landing at 
Prince George the lower panels and a horizontal stabil- 
izer of the commanding officer’s machine were damaged, 
according to a dispatch from Lieutenant Nutt, acting 
commander, at Prince George. 

Army Air Flight from Panama to Washington. 

An air flight from the Canal Zone to Washington, 
D.C., by an officer of the Air Service, has been author- 
ized by the War Department, the flight to be made in a 
DH-4 early im September, according to a dispatch to the 
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New York Times from Washington. Lieut. Charlies B. 


Austin is to be pilot and observer both, as he will make 
the trip alone. He is now on duty at Cristobal, C.Z. 
The distance to be covered is 2,399 miles. The first leg 
of 650 miles will be to Jamaica, West Indies. His course 
will be across the Caribbean Sea, with no ground landing 
place possible until he reaches Jamaica. The next keg 
will be the Cuban coast, 100 miles distant, the landing 
to be made at Havana, and the next hop to Key West, 
Fla., and from thence up the coast to Washington. The 
machine Lieutenant Austin intends using is being re- 
modeled so that it will have a fuel capacity of 200 gal- 
lons. If the weather should prove unfavorable in Sep- 
tember the flight will be postponed until the next rainy 
season. 
Making Aerial Photographs. 

Capt. Albert W. Stevens, Air Ser. (aeronautics), and 
Lieut. Lewis McSpaden, Air Ser. (aeronautics), were 
on July 31 ordered to proceed by airplane from Langley 
Field, Hampton, Va., to Mitchel Field, Long Island, 
N.Y., for making oblique views of the city of New York 
and vicinity ; thence to Rochester, N.Y., to assist In the 
testing of a new type of aerial camera devised by the 
Eastman Kodak Company ; thence to Mitchel Field, Long 
Island, N.Y., to make a photographic mosaic of the city 
of New York, and then return by airplane to their 
proper station, Langley Field, Hampton, Va. 


Baseball Team Travels by Air. 

To the Air Service belongs the honor of being the first 
in the aecronantical world to transport a baseball team of 
fifteen men by air in one airplane. On July 22 the base- 
ball team at McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio, in all twelve 
enlisted men, the umpire, a pilot and mechanic, climbed 
into a modern commercial Martin air transport with their 
equipment. The plane, which was piloted by Lieutenant 
Harris, flew to Indianapolis, where a game was scheduled 
with the team at the Air Service repair depot. The dis- 
tance from Dayton to Indianapolis is 105 miles and was 
flown in seventy minutes. After the game the team re- 
turned in the same manner to Dayton, arriving in time 
for supper. 

Aerial Mail to Utilize Chanute Field, 

The Chief of Air Service has authorized the Post Office 
Department to utilize Chanute Field, Rantoul, Il., for a 
landing field for the mail plane on the Chicago-St. Louis 
acrial mail route. The planes to be used on tbe new 
aerial mail route are the JN type. Later on it is the 
intention of the division superintendent to replace the 
JN with DH-4’s. The Air Service officers axtd enlisted 
men at Chanute Field are rendering all assistance pos- 
sible. It is believed that the machines will be in good 
shape and ready to start over the route within a short 
time.

GORDON BENNETT CUP RACE. 
U.S. Army Air Entry to Sail Aug. 20. 

The U.S. Army entry for the Gordon Bennett Inter- 
national Cup race is scheduled to sail from New York 
on Aug. 20 for Paris with Capt. W. G. Kilmer, U.S.A., 
in command. The other members of the party are Capts. 
R. W. Schroeder and Corliss C. Moseley, Lieut. Alfred 
Puryear, Master Sergts. W. C. Bailey, Jobn Dolan, 
Homer Gorby, Oscar Pach, Staff Sergts. John Ross and 
J. D. Smith, Joseph M. Pallisard, George Tribbett and 
$. A. Christensen and Foreman Assistant Charles W. 
Dworack. The Gordon Bennett cup race had been an an- 
nual event from 1909 to 1913, but was suspended through 
the war. The 1920 flying contest will be over a closed cir- 
cuit of 300 kilometers (186.3 miles), starting and ar- 
riving in the airdrome. The United States and France 
are the leading contestants with two victories each. Eng- 
land bas won one race. The country winning three times 
wins the trophy, a cup valued at $2,500. The winner 
will also receive a prize of 10,000 francs from the Aero 
Club of ‘France, and in addition prizes will be donated 
by French individuals. 

The U.S. Army Air Service will enter the Verville 
Packard airplane, which is of American design and man- 
ufacture. The motor is 600 horse power. It is stated 
that this is the most powerfully built type in this coun- 
try to date and was completed in July by the Packard 
Motor Car Co. J. G. Vincent, one of the creators of the 
Liberty motor, designed the engine, which has a total dis- 
placement of 2,025 cubic inches and weighs 1.94 pounds 
per H.P. It is a twelve-cylinder motor with two pes 
of cylinders placed at a sixty-degree incline. The Ameri- 
ean plane was produced at the Army Experimental Sta- 
tion at McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio. 

Captain Kilmer has had much air service, both in 
America and France, and is an experienced pilot. While 
in France as a colonel he commanded the 3d Aviation 
Instructon Center at Issoudun. He was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal, the Legion of Honor and 
the Orders of St. Michael and St. George. Captain 
Schroeder has been chosen by the Air Service to act as 
pilot and Captain Moseley to act as alternate pilot. Cap- 
tain Schroeder is well known throughout the Uni 
States due to his famous altitude flights, in the most re- 
eent of which he broke the world’s altitude record. He 
is chief test pilot for the Engineering Division at the 
Army field at Dayton, Ohio. Captain Moseley is an 
overseas pilot with extensive experience. He served at 
the front with the 27th Aero Squadron, 1st Battle Group. 
Ge has a number of enemy planes to his credit. After 
the armistice he acted as first aero pilot at Comblay and 
bas flown practically all types of American, French, Eng- 
lish and German planes. He represented the U.S. Army 
in the flying contests in the Inter-Allied games at the 
Pershing Stadium in Paris. Lieutenant rycar, now 
stationed in the Office of the Chief of Air Service, also 
served overseas and has been selected due to his exten- 
sive experience in supply work in France.

Opening Bids for U.S.S. Heywood.

The Heywood has been designed after 
careful study of the services of the present transport 
Henderson during the war. It is essentially a duplicate 
of the Henderson, with such changes as were considered 
advisable as a result of the war experience; like the 
Henderson, it has been designed for the purpose of trans- 
porting an expeditionary force of marines, together with 
their advance base outfit and equipment.

VacaNcres IN Navy CHAPLAIN Corps. 

Capt. John B. Frazier, Chaplain Corps, U.S.N., states 
that there are forty vacancies-in the Chaplain Corps of 
the Navy at the present time, with poor prospects of 
filling such vacancies until legislation- is passed increas- 
ing the age limit for entrance to the corps. Acting chap- 
lains may not be enrolled beyond the age of thirty years 
and six months, and chaplains may not be over thirty- 
five years of age at the time of appointment as the law 
now stands, and for this reason it is almost an impossi- 
bility to comply with the present age limitations and se- 
eure experienced clergymen for the Navy. The work 
which Navy chaplains are obliged to perform is of such 
a diversified nature in the Service that men. without 
much experience in dealing with youth and its problems 
are handicapped on entering the Navy, with a corre- 
sponding serious effect on morale, it being a matter of 
several years before an acting chaplain is really quali- 
fied to carry out the duties of his office. Legislation is 
planned which will raise the age limit to thirty-five years 
for acting chaplains and forty for chaplains, and it 
is then believed that the Chaplain Corps will be able to 
fill its ranks with men whose experience will be of the 
utmost benefit to the Service. 
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DESTROYERS TO PREVENT CABLE LANDING. 

A squadron of U.S. Navy destroyers including the 
Satterlee, Cole, Gardner and Herbert, on Aug. 2, were 
ordered by the President to duty off Miami, Fla., for 
the purpose of ‘preventing the cgble ship Colonia from 
landing the end of a cable wh the Western Union 
Telegraph Company is having laid from Barbados, 
B.W.1., to Florida. The reason for this action, accord- 
ing’ to press dispatches, was that some time ago the 
Western Union Company applied to. the State Depart- 
ment for an executive permit to land the wire at Miami, 
but action on it had been delayed pending the holding 
of the International Communications Congress called to 
meet in Washington on Sept. 15. Until this permit is 
granted it would be illegal for the telegraph company to 
land the shore end of the cable in the United States. The 
cable ship Colonia is a British veSsel and the British 
vice consiM at Miami was instructed by the British Am- 
bassador,-on Aug. 5, to take command. of the cable. ship 
and keep it outside the three-mite limit until further 
orders from the British Embassy at Washington.

Om ror Navy IN ALASKA. 

Following his return to Washington, D.C., on Aug. 3 
from a visit to Alaska, Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
announced that officers of the Navy and of the Geological 
Survey are investigating recently discovered oil supplies 
in Alaska, according to an Associated Press dispatch. 
He added that it was hoped the oil lands of Alaska will 
eventually yield a large part of the oil supply necessary 
for the use of the Pacific Mleet. The Secretary said that 
coal deposits totaling between 400,000 and 500,000 tons 
are already in sight in the Navy’s coal reserve lands in 
Alaska, with good prospects for a very much larger sup- 
ply. Arrangements are being made to mine and wash the 
coal for the use of the Pacific Fleet, the Secretary said, 
adding that the Interior Department also would develop 
large deposits of coal on Government land for commer- 
cial uses. 
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PHILIPPINE SCOUTS DECISIONS. 
Original Construction of Laws Approved. 

Four questions presented for consideration under Sec- 
tion 36 of the act of Feb. 2, 1901, and the act of Jan. 26, 
1918, affecting the Philippine Scouts were answered by 
the Auditor for the War Department on June 25 in mak- 
ing an original construction of these laws, which con- 
struction was affirmed by the Comptroller on July 26. 
Section 36 of the act of Feb. 2, 1901, concerns the en- 
listment of natives of the Philippines for service in the 
Army to be organised as scouts, the organization of these 
scouts, their pay and rations, provisional appointment 
of lieutenants. The act of Jan. 26, 1918, provides for 
the calling imto the service of the United States the mili- 
tia of the islands. 

The first question presented for consideration under 
the acts cited is: Does the act of Feb. 2, 1901, under 
which the Scouts were organized, limit the units to con- 
form to troops, companies, squadrons and battalions as 
provided for the Regular Army under the act, and do later 
acts changing the organization of the Regular Army re- 
quire a corresponding change im the organization of the 
Philippine Scouts, to the exclusion of bands for battalion 
organizations of the Philippine Scouts, provision for 
which in the Regular Army is made for regiments only 
of Cavalry and Infantry? The answer reads: In ‘$ae- 
cordance with the provisions of the acts cited, “when 
in his opinion,” or “as he may deem expedient,” “the 
President is authorized” to enlist or form Philippine 
Scouts into military units. When companies are formed 
into battalions they must conform to. like units of the 
Regular Army, but battalion organizations may have 
headquarters mee composed in part of bands, and 
the composition of these, units is not limited to that au- 
thorized by the act of Feb. 2, 1901, for similar units of 
the Regular Army, nor do later acts changing the organ- 
ization of the Regular Army’ require a corresponding 





change in the organization of the Philippine Scouts. The’ 


change in the organization is a matter left entirely to 
the discretion of the President.and the character of units 
remains the same until such change as is deemed advis- 
able is announced in orders issued by the~War Depart- 
ment. 

The second question is: Did the act of Aug. 24, 1912, 
changing the enlistment period and creating a Reserve 
for the Regular Army, and the act of June 3, 1916, again 
changing the enlistment period, by inference change the 
enlistment period and establish a Reserve for the Philip. 
pine Scoyts; or did they remain as organized under the 
act of Feb. 2, 1901? The sae reads: The acts of

serves for Philippine Scouts. However, as shown by G. 
O. No. 63, °H uarters ues Division, Sept. 18, 
1912; the War Department followed its original policy, 
that-when the law was silent -in regard to these features 
and placed no restrictions or limitations, the conditions 
governing the Philippine Scouts should be the same as 
those prercribed from time to time in acts of Congress 
for the Regular Army. The announcement in official 
communications or orders of the War Department is suf- 
ficient authority for the change in the period of enlist- 
ment and establishment of a Reserve for the Philippine 
Scouts and takes effect upon the date specified therein. 
Pay of Philippine Militia. 

The third question reads: Does the act of Jan. 26, 
1918, limiting the pay of the Philippine Militia not to 
exceed the pay and allowances for corresponding grades 
of the Philippine Scouts, limit the Militia organizations 
to conform to the Philippine Scout units in every detail, 
or is the first section of the act broad enough to allow 
the organization of higher units than the battalion and 
technical units te conform to the Engineer, Medical and 
Signal, troops of the Regular Army? The answer: ‘The 
organization of the Philippine Guard when mustered into 
the Federal Service was not limited by the act of Jan. 
26, 1918, to that of a battalion, but could consist of 
larger units up to a division, yith auxiliary units, such 
as Engineer, Signal and allied Medical troops as pre- 
scribed by the President in his call of Nov. 29, 1918. 
The pay of those grades in the Philippine Guard, while 
in the Service in the Philippine Islands, where they cor- 
respond to the like grades in the Philippine Scouts must, 
according to the law. be the same as announced by the 
War Department for the latter. Where higher grades exist 
in the Philippine Guard than in the Philippine Scouts the 
pay of those grades should bear the same ratio to similar 
grades in the Regular Army that there would be between 
the Regular Army and Philippine Scouts were they au- 
thorized by law for the latter force. The higher grades 
of the Philippine Guard having been paid on this basis 
and according to the pay table referred to above {refers 
to tabulated statement of rates of pay sent with decision] 
the payments if otherwise all right are believed to be 
correct. The underlying principle involved herein is 
sothewhat analogous to that covered by decision of the 
Comptroller of the Treasury, dated April 15, 1920. 

The fourth question reads: Is an officer of the Philip- 
pine Militia called or drafted into the Federal Service 
entitled to the ten per cent. increase in pay for foreign 
service The answer: The Philippine Militia being a 
local military organization commanded by native officers, 
except in cases of appointments to commissions therein 
of members of the Regular Army, native officers do not 
come within the purview of the act of June 30, 1902, 
and are nat entitled to the increase of ten per cent. so 
long as the Philippine Militia remains in the Federal 
Service on duty in the Philippine Islands.

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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Temporary and Emergency Rank. 


A captain of the Regular Army was detailed from the 
line to fill a vacancy in the Ordnance Department under 
the act of June 25, 1906. He was later promoted to the 
temporary grade of major and then to the grade of 
lieutenant colonel in the emergency forces. One may not 
hold two offices in the same military establishment with- 
out” specific legislative authority therefor. An officer 
holding a temporary commission in the Regular Army 
vacates same by accepting a commission in the militia in 
Federal service or by being appointed to a higher grade 
in the emergency forces. The acceptance of the lieu- 
tenant coloneley by the officer in question vacated his 
temporary detail as major and he did not revert thereto 
on his discharge as lieutenant colonel. Under the act of 
June 3, 1916, and the act of May 18, 1917, as amended 
by the act of April 20, 1918, officers of the Regular Army, 
temporarily promoted to higher grades therein, have saved 
to them their permanent commissions and their relative 
or lineal standing in the Regular Army, and the Comp- 
troller decides that the temporary detail of the officer in 
question as major did not operate to vacate his perma- 
nent detail as captain therein, to which he reverted upon 
his discharge as lieutenant colonel. 

Pay and Allowances of Retired Officers. 

Pay and allowances of the grade to whieh retired offi- 
cers of the Army are advanced by temporary appoint- 
ment, while on active duty in“time of war, under au- 
thority of the next to the last proviso of Section 24 of 
the act of June 3, 1916, become due and payable only 
from and including the day such temporary appointments 
are accepted. Pay and allowances of the grade to which 
retired officers of the Army are permanently advanced in 
due course of promotion by reason of active service sub- 
sequent to retirement, under authority of the last pro- 
viso of Section 24 of the act of June 3, 1916, commence 
with the day the officers are entitled to the promotion, 
and upon release from active duty such officers are en- 
titled to retired pay of the advanced grade to which they 
have been permanently promoted. 

Promotion on Retired List. 

If the word “temporary” does not appear in special 
orders of the War Department announcing the advance- 
ment of a retired officer of the Army to another grade, 
under Section 24 of the act of June 3, 1916, the order, 
in the absence of any facts to the contrary, may be ac- 
cepted as a statement of the fact that on the day stated 
in the order the retired officer therein named attained the 
higher grade in due course of promotion and became en- 
titled from and including that date to pay and allowances 
of the higher grade; but where the facts disclose that the 
officer had not served sufficient time on active duty to 
entitle him-to permanent promotion by reason of seniority 
on the day siated in the order, the advancement is to be 
considered as under temporary appointment by selection 
and effective only from the date-of acceptance thereof, 
either expressly or by entrance upon duty with knowledge 
of issuance of the appointment. 

Marine Corps Gratuity or Bounty: © 

In reply to a letter of inquiry from the Secretary of 
the Navy requesting a decision “defining the gratuity or 
bounty to be allowed enlisted men of the Marine Corps 
for re-enlistment after honorable discharge from the Ma- 
rine Corps” the Comptroller gives’a decision’ under date 
of July 28. It is supplementary to the decisions given 
in connection with Marine Corps enlisted pay questions 
printed in our issue of July 24, pages1439, in the course 
of which the Comptroller declared that the Army re- 
enlistment benefits of the act of June 4, 1920, did not 
apply to the Marine Corps. Under the authority of Sec- 
tion 7 of the Naval Appropciat ms act of June 4, 1920, 
the Comptroller now t: “The gratuity oe 
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bounty to be allowed enlisted men of the Marine Corps 
for reenlistment after honorable disch is as ‘eee: 
If the the re-enlistment is for four years the enlisted man 
shall receive fsaur months’ extra pay at the rate of. pay 
he was receiving at time of honorable discharge. If. the 
re-enlistment is for three years or for two years he shall 
receive for three months or for two months, respectively, 
extra az os the rate of pay he was receiving at the 
time charge.” In further. explanation the Comp- 
writes: “The question as to what are now the 
listment benefits in ‘the Marine Corps was Pgh de- 
in the decision of. this office da July 9. 
: gion referred to above as printed in our i. age" 
uly 24.] The answer to questions 7 to 11 given in that 
decision is to the effect the conclusion is justifiable that 
the provisions in Section 27 of the Army Reorganization 
act of June 4, 1920, authorizing the payment of an en- 
listed allowance equal to three times the monthly pay 
of a soldier of the seventh grade to every soldier who 
enlists or re-enlists for a period of three years (payment 
of the enlistment allowance for original enlistment to be 
deferred until honorable discharge) are not applicable 
to the Marine Corps.”

NEWS OF AMERICAN FORCES IN GERMANY. 

The Amaroe News, of Coblenz, Germany, organ of the 
American Forces in Germany, of recent dates, including 
July 12-16, contains news of the officers and troops and 
their families. Major Gen. John L. Chamberlain, In- 
spector General of the Army, who arrived at Coblenz on 
June 26, left the Rhineland on July 12 for Trier, pro- 
ceeding thence to Romagne, where he visited the Ameri- 
can wilitary cemetery. Ue was accompanied by Mrs. 
Chamberlain, his son, John L. Chamberlain, jr., his 
daughter, Miss Caroline Chamberlain, Col. W. E. Hunt, 
U.S.A., and Capt. L. B. Magruder, of the L.G.’s office, 
A.l’. in G. From Romagne the party was to proceed to 
Switzerland before going to Paris. General Chamber- 
lain was to spend some time looking over the various 
American Army units ip France before returning to the 
United States. Captain Magruder was to return to Cob- 
lenz from Paris. While in the Rhineland the General 
thoroughly imspected all the units and services of the 
entire command, down to the minor details of the routine 
work of the troops and attached welfare organizations, 
making unexpected visits in many cases. Mrs. John FE. 
Stephens, widow of Brigadier General Stephens, U.S. 
A., and her daughter, Miss Corinne Stephens, who 
have been visiting in Coblenz, left on July 12 for Ant- 
werp, to depart later for the U.S. Major W. B. Wheeler, 
former commanding officer of 9th M.G. Battalion, re- 
turned from the U.S. on July 11 as a member of the 
Army rifle team in the Olympic games. After spending 
a few days in Coblenz he was to begin rifle practice on 
the range at Weissenthurm. Capt. J. B. Crawford, hav- 
ing been relieved of his assignment in the A.F. in G., 
was to leave soon for the U.S.M.A. 

The A.I’. in G., as represented by those stationed at 
Coblenz, on July 14 joined with the French army on the 
Rhine in celebrating the national holiday of the French 
republic. In the morning the headquarters band sere- 
naded M. Paul Tirard, president of the Inter-Allied High 
Commission, and official representative of France in the 
Rhineland, while the band of the Sth Infantry serenaded 
headquarters of the French Chasseur guard at Fort 
Ehrenbreitstein. A band concert at noon was interrupted 
by the roll of guns of the 6th Field Artillery on the fort- 
ress giving the salute of twenty-one rounds from the 
American Army to the Republic of France. Major Gen. 
Henry T. Allen, commanding A.F. in G., went to May- 
ence with his staff to participate in the celebration there 
by I’rench troops, under command of General Degoutte, 
apd to witness the presentation by the French general 
of the Cross of an officer of the Legion of Honor to Col. 


John C. Montgomery, chief of staff, A.F. in G., and to 
Col. Le Vert Coleman, American liaison officer with the 
Freneh army on the Rhine. A luncheon given by Gen- 


! Degoutte in honor of the two American officers fol- 
lowed, Lieut. Col. Brehon B. Somervell, assistant chief 
of staff, G4, A.F. in G., accompanied by Major G. W. L. 
Prettyman, U.S.A., American delegate to the Inland 
Waterways Commission, was to leave shortly for a ten- 
days’ trip along the Rhine valley for the purpose of ob- 
taining information to enable Walker D. Eines, special 
commissioner appointed by President Wilson and the 
Allied governments under the Peace Treaty, to arbitrate 
the division of shipping on Central Europe ‘waterways, 
to make his report. Colonel Somervell was appointed 
to this duty by Mr. Hines at the suggestion of General 
Allen. 

General Allen went to Paris on July 16 to attend the 
ceremonies connected with the rededication of the Per- 
shing Stadium at Colombes Field, at Joinville, on July 
18, when the French national athletic tournament was 
to open. The stadium was constructed by the Engineers 
of the A.E.F. and turfed over to the French government 
at the Inter-Allied army games in 1919. Now the strue- 
ture was tobe dedicated as one of the principal athletic 
eenters in France. Comdrs. Garrett L. Schuyler and 
Emory S. Land, U.S.N., visited Coblenz for several days, 
returning to Paris on July 15. Col. and Mrs. William 
H. Hay, U.S.A.. and Congressman and Mrs. Charles P. 
Coady are visiting the American occupied area. Col 
Louis 7. Van Schaick, 1.G. Dept., A.F. in G., delivered 
an a¢ s to the students of the general and commercial 
sebr of Coblenz on July 15. He spoke most interest- 
ingly of his Army experiences and urged the students.to 
greater educational endeavor. 

Preliminary announcement has been made of the Inter- 
Allied army horse shew to be held by the A.F. in G. at 
Coblenz beginning on Aug. 9 and continuing until Aug, 
14. All the Allied forces in the Rhineland have been 
asked to co-operate. Part of the show will be in the na- 
ture of try-outs for the American entries at the interna- 
tional Oiympie games at Antwerp. The Army team from 
the U.S.. which recently arrived at Coblcnz, will take 
part. Practically all units of the A.F. in G. are to be 
represented. Cups, money and ribben prizes will be of-

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THE NAVAL AOADEMY. 
Status of Midshipmen Deficient in Exams. 


- Annapolis, Md., Aug. 5, 1920. 

The new legislation relating to midshipmen who failed in 
their examinations has given rise to a singular condition of 
affairs which may be the subject of interesting investigation 
when Congress meets again. This legislation is found in the 
last Deficiency Appropriation act, and provides that ‘‘no mid- 
shipman found deficient at the close of the last and succeeding 
academic terms shall be involuntarily discontinued at the 
Naval Academy, or in the Service, unless he shall fail upon 
re-examination in the subjects in which found deficient at an 
examination to be held at the beginning of the next term and 
succeeding academic terms, and the Secretary of the Navy 
shall provide for the special instruction of such midshipmen 
in the subjects in which found deficient during the period 
between academic terms.’’ At the last examin:tion at the 
Naval Academy about fifteen midshipmen were fond deficient 
and were recommended by the Academic Board to be dropped 
an action that was prevented by the enactment of this new 
statute. Steps were taken at once to provide for the special 
instruction provided for by the act of Congress, as an aid to 
the midshipmen qualifying for the succeeding examination. 
This provision was suddenly ended when the Academic Board 
recommended that the young men interested be turned back 
to lower classes. Thereupon some of the midshipmen sub- 
mitted their resignations, on the ground that the proceeding 
was in violation of law and deprived them of a right claimed 
to be theirs by virtue of the clause quoted. The Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy rendered an opinion that sus- 
tained the action of the Academic Board, which, it is ex- 
plained in the Navy Department, further supports the appli- 
cation of the law by pointing out that it would be unfair to 
other midshipmen that were less deficient than those recom- 
mended for separation from the Academy, and who were 
turned back to the lower classes, while those sufficiently 
deficient to be dropped, according to the recommendation of 
the Academic Board, were to be specially instructed with a 
view to their restoration to their original classes. "These acts 
and arguments have not calmed the naval situation, and it is 
insisted by those that were instrumental in having the law 
enacted that its plain provisions have been openly violated 
and intentionally defeated, the action of the Academic Board 
and the Navy Department to the contrary notwithstanding. 
In the interim Navy officials are moving to seek Congressional 
aid to repeal the clause, as a departure from the policy of 
the administration of the Academy, and a change in the 
practice that has been in use since 1862. 

Naval Academy authorities do not now fear that the new 
class of midshipmen will be below its quota. The number 
admitted up to Aug. 1 was 658, and it is thought that the 
new class will exceed 800. Not all of those who passed 
mentally have been examined physically as yet, and there is 
reason to believe that the candidates will report in con- 
siderable number for the examinations beginning Aug. 18. 
The new class includes fifty-one members appointed from the 
enlisted ranks of the Navy and Marine Corps.

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THE INFANTRY SCHOOL, CAMP BENNING. 
Its First Year Completed. 
Camp Benning, Ga., July 31, 1920. 
The Infantry School at Camp Benning, Ga., has completed 
the first year of its official existence. It is the offspring of 
the School of Arms, which existed at Fort Siil, Okla., from 
1907 to 1918, in conjunction with the School of Fire for Field 





Artillery. Its predecessor was the School of Musketry at 
Monterey, Calif. Both these. institutions, together with the 
School of Small Arms Fire at Camp Perry, Ohio, and the Ma- 
chine Gun School at Augusta, Ga., were merged into the In- 


fantry School, which was established at Camp Benning, Ga., 
during the war. 

The school conducted courses for National Guard officers, 
for non-commissioned officers to become sergeant-instructors with 
the National Guard, for officers to conduct courses in physical 
training, and finally for the Basic Class, composed exclusively 
this year of graduates of West Point. 

During the ensuing year the school will conduct the basic 
course, ths company “officers’ course, the field officers’ course, 
and a course for National Guard officers. In all probability 
several hundred officers will be assembled for the period of 
training beginning Ocf 1 and terminating June 15. All the 
demonstration troops, including the battalion of field artillery 
and a battalion of machine guns, will be assembled at Camp 
Benning soon, and the next year should see some of the most 
remarkable demonstrations ever staged in America, or, for that 
matter, at any place in the world. 

The reservation embraces 97,000 acres of land, is seventeen 
wiles long and thirteen miles wide, and possesses every variety 
of terrain necessary for the staging of every phase of combat 
through which the American Army passed in France.’ The 
members of the Staff Class from Fort Leavenworth, from the 
Feld Artillery, Coast Artillery and Engineer Corps have just 
completed a period of observation at the Infantry School, where 
they observed demonstrations from the squad to the battalion, 
illustrating all the methods of instruction employed at the In- 
fantry School. During the last few days of the maneuvers 
Major Gen. William J. Snow, Chief of Field Artillery, Col.

The Graduating Class. 

The first basic class, composed of 128 officers, all members 
of the 1921 West Point class, completed its course at the 
Infantry School, Camp Benning, Ga., on June 30, 1920. Of 
the 128 reporting Oct. 1, 1919, 114 were graduated; three due 
to sickness were unable to complete the course, and eleven were 
lost through discharge and transfer. The class was led by 
Lieut. F. E. Cookson, 29th Inf., with an average percentage 
of 90.1, All members of the class were graduated, the lowest 
member making the average of 75.5. The highest average at- 
tained in tactics was 89.2, the lowest average 73.8; the average 
of the class 81.8.

8. T. E. asks: If a soldier is serving on a one-year enlist 
ment and is discharged in August, 1920, and ré-enlists for 
three years, is he entitled to the twenty per cent. incréase 
under act approved May 18, 1920, up to and including June 
30, 1922, or is he entitled to the extra ration granted to 
color sergeants and up! Answer: The rates of pay in Secs. 
4 and 6, Pay Increase act, shall apply ‘‘during the current 
enlistment of all men in active service on the date of ap- 
proval of this act [May 18, 1920], and for those who enlist, 
re-enlist or extend their enlistment prior to July 1, 1922, for 
the term of such enlistment, re-enlistment or extended en- 
listment. The ration provision is effective until June 30, 
1922, unless sooner amended or repealed. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: Under provisions of the act of Ma 
48, 1920, a battalion sergeant major of Infantry serving ia 
fourth enlistment period drew $88.50 pay for month of June, 
1920, Under the Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, as 
imterpreted by G.O. 36, War D., “1920, he will draw $78.90 
per month after July 1, 1920, as a staff sergeant (according 
to advanced ey of pay table). -Under the provisions of 
Par. (d), Sec. V., G.O. 36, War D., 1920, is he entitled to 
the difference in pay for remainder of enlistment, between 
the pay of a battalion sergeant major for month of June and 
pay of a staff sergeant after July 1, 1920? Answer: The act 
of June 4, 1920, in Sec. 4b distinctly says: ‘‘That nothing 
in this section shail operate to reduce the pay which any 
enlisted man is now receiving, during his current enlistment 
and while he holds his present grade, nor to change the 
aor rate of pay of any enlisted man now on the retired 
ist. 


H. ©. C, asks: I was discharged June 23, 1917, to accept 
& commission in the Coast Artillery; discharged from com- 
mission March 11, 1919, and re-enlisted March 19, 1919, 
Retired Aug. 6, 1919. Am I entitled to the $90 re-enlistmens 
bonus? Answer: No; the $90 enlistment allowance author- 
ized by the act of June 4, 1920, is a reward for enlisting or 
re-enlisting for three years on or after June 4, 1920.

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CAMP HOLABIRD R.0.T.C. NOTES. 
Camp Holabird, Md., July 28, 1920. 

Camp was officially terminated at noon, July 28, after Major 
Pardee, the camp commander, had assembled the command for 
a short informal farewell meeting just prior to the turning in 
of uniforms and equipment. The past week was the most 
strenuous and at the same time the most enjoyable of the six 
spent at Camp Holabird, and it was with a feeling of regret 
that most of the students again donned their civilian clothing 
and boarded the train of staff cars that was to escort them 
to the Union Station in Baltimore. Most of them left direct 
for their homes or their college towns, and a number of the 
boys from the West and the South are taking advantage of the 
opportunity to visit New York and the Great Lakes before re- 
turning. 

Major Charles E. Kilbourne, G.S., formerly chief of staff of 
the 89th Division and later commanding the 36th Heavy 
Artillery Brigade and the 3d Infantry Brigade in France, 
visited the camp July 20 upon the invitation of Major Pardee 
and gave & most interesting illustrated lecture on the Battle 
of Gettysburg, to give the cadets an idea of the military features 
before they actually reached the ground where the battle was 
fought. 

‘the entire command left at 6:30 a.m. Friday for Gettysburg 
with twenty-seven cargo trucks, two tank trucks, three White 
staif cars and a motorcycle, the cadets acting as officers in 
working out convoy problems on the way. A white bull dog 
from Louisiana and a badger from Oregon acted as mascots. 
Camp was made at Frederick, Md., the first night, a distance 
of about sixty miles, and the convoy rolled in .on schedule time 
at three p.m. The ball team had been sent on a short dis- 
tance ahead to be ready for the game scheduled with the Fred- 
erick team at four o'clock. The game was interesting and was 
played before a large crowd, but the Frederick team completely 
outclassed the R.O.T.C. team and defeated them by a score of 
9 to 0. The men were tired and no objection was heard to 
the nine o’clock taps as scheduled. 

Saturday the convoy left for Gettysburg and went into camp 
on Pardee Field, on the Gettysburg battlefield, at two o'clock. 
As soon as tents were pitched the entire command was loaded 
into nine trucks and taken over the battlefield under the guid- 
ance of Major Kilbourne, who explained the details of the 
action, taking in all of the important points and positions of 
both armies. 

Sunday morning, after a battalion photograph had been taken 
on Pardee Field, the cadets were again taken over the battle- 
field under the direction of a professional guide, and an oppor- 
tunity was given to inspect the individual monuments. This 
proved most interesting for many of the men whose grand- 
fathers had fought over that very ground. Capt. Clayton Bis- 
sell, Air Service, who had flown over from Washington for the 
purpose, was on hand at the end of this trip and held the in- 
tense interest of the cadets for more than two hours while 
he talked of the Air Service in its relation to the other arms, 
and explained some of his maneuvers over the convoy while it 
was en route from Frederick to Gettysburg. Captain Bissell 
piloted a pursuit plane in France for a good many months and 
he finally consented to relate some of his own experiences. It 
was only the sound of mess call which induced the cadets to 
let him stop talking. 

Sunday afternoon the cadets were taken downtown in trucks 
and left to shift for themselves, a luxury that was appreciated. 
Arrangements had been made, however, through the kindness 
of the president of Pennsylvania College at Gettysburg, to turn 
over the shower baths of the gymnasium to the cadets for the 
afternoon, and for two hours fully one hundred per cent. of 
the command took advantage of the opportunity. A hot and 
dusty detour of about twelve miles, which was encountered 
just before reaching Gettysburg, made the courtesy extended 
all the more welcome. An early start was made Monday, and 
the convoy made camp that night on the Frederick fair grounds 
again. Tuesday brought the convoy back to Camp Holabird at 
two p.m., and the men were permitted to go to town if they 
wished to make arrangements for their homeward trip.
